introduced a resolution to permit the 
company to change its name. 
William 
Randalls, 
of 
Fulton 
Cablevision, Zanesville, informed 
councU members of the reason for 
changing the name 
to 
Circleville 
Cablevision Associates. 
Randalls said the preliminary 
engineering and design have been 
completed, all pole agreements with 
General Telephone and Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric are approved, 
office space has been acquired and a 
power site on Earnhart Hill is under 
negotiation. 
Noting that the phone strike may 


delay contructiort, Randalls set a 
tentative target date of March I, 1974, 
for the project’s completion. He told 
council that funding has been obtained 
for the $750,000 project. 
Selection of the stations to be 
programmed is determined by the 
F e d e r a l 
C o m m u n i c a t i o n s 
Commission, Randall said. The cable 
television will provide two independent 
stations from Cleveland, one from 
Cincinnati, the Columbus stations, two 
educational stations, Ohio State 
University and Ohio University. 
In addition, Circleville Cablevision 
will program its own channel which 
will include both live and video tape 
programming of local events, and also 
a tim e-weather channel for the 


Circleville area. 
The resolution to change the name of 
the company was held to a first 
reading due to the absence of two 
council members, David Goldschmidt 
and Robert Ken worthy. 
Council members present, David 
Crawford, Keith Wagner, Ben Gordon, 
Gladden 
Troutman 
and 
Harold 
Hoffman, also held an 
ordinance 
transferring $925 from the federal 
revenue sharing fund to the furniture 
and fixtures account to a first reading. 
The transfer of funds is to pay for a 
new recording system that is expected 
to be used by both Municipal Court and 
council. 
Harold 
Hoffman, 
third 
ward 
councilman, said he has received 


numerous complaints recently on the 
objectional odor in the southend of the 
city. Charles Taylor, director of public 
utilities, said the odor is definitely not 
coming from the city sewage disposal 
plant. He expressed the opinion that 
complaints concerning the odor should 
be directed towards the county 
commissioners. According to Taylor, 
the source of the odor is the lagoon 
used by Container Corporation of 
America in its new waste disposal 
system and the lagoon is located 
outside the city limits.

While the mayor 
admitted there is some odor associated 
with the city’s treatment plant, he 


agreed with Taylor that CC A's system 
was the primary source.

The judge said that books and desks 
•ire never dusted in his office and 
frequently ash trays and wastepaper 
baskets are not emptied. 
Conditions became so bad at one 
point during the summer the judge had 
his wife mop and wax the floor of his 
office and dust and polish the judicial 
bench. 
Judge Iximb pointed out that money 
had been appropriated to employ a 
janitor by council, yet no action has yet 


been taken. 
In answering the judge’s complaint, 
Safety director Ed Ebert said that it 
was difficult to hire a responsible 
person for the $2 per hour salary scale 
established by council. He said that it 
was necessary to have a trustworthy 
person doing the job since it entailed 
cleaning offices where important city 
records are kept. 
A letter from Columbia Gas of Ohio 
informing Council of an increase in gas 
was read. The cost will go up .84 of a 
cent Oct. I and an additional 4.03 cents 
Oct. 13 under the fuel cost adjustment 
clause in the ordinance regulating the 
cost of gas to residents of the city.

Minimum M ilk 
Prices To Rise 


WASHINGTON

The 
Agriculture Department will raise 
minimum 
milk 
prices 
in 
federal 
marketing orders about 13 per cent 
beginning Sept. 9. 


Consumers, however, will not see 
much change in store milk prices. The 
department, 
in 
announcing 
the 
temporary boost Tuesday, said the in­ 
crease was necessary to assure dairy 
farmers that milk prices would be 
closely watched as production costs 
increase. 


The increase will be in effect only for 
the 
remainder 
of 
September. 
Meanwhile, officials are studying 
recomm endations for overhauling 
federal market order price structures 
which were gathered last week at a 
hearing in Clayton, Mo. 
Officials said most cash market 
prices in federal orders are currently 
above the new August base level. 
The 
announcement 
overlooked 
recent 
actions 
by 
the 
Nixon 
administration to open the door to 
more imports of nonfat dry milk. 
Producer organizations have criticized 
the larger imports as a further threat 
to U.S. milk prices. 
The price increase beginning Sept. 9 


will be for Class I or fluid milk used 
mainly for bottling. Most milk in the 
United States is produced in areas 
which have federal marketing orders. 
Those set minimum prices which 
handlers must pay producers. 
The formula used to set prices in 
marketing orders is based on prices 
paid for manufacturing grade milk in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The formula 
base is adjusted each month to reflect 
average prices in the 
Minnesota - 
Wisconsin 
series 
two 
months 
previously. 
But under the action taken Tuesday, 
the base price beginning Sept. 9 will be 
the August average for Minnesota- 
Wisconsin estimated at $6.50 per IOO 
pounds. 
That will be up 72 cents from the July 
base of $5.78, which, under normal 
circumstances, would have applied for 
all of September. Put another way, the 
$6.50 level for August normally would 
not take effect until October.

IX)S ANGELES (AP) — Former 
presidential 
adviser 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman has been indicted by the 
grand jury investigating the break-in 
of the office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psy­ 
chiatrist, the IiOS Angeles Times and 
Washington Post said today. 


The newspapers said Ehrlichman, 
who was White House adviser on 
domestic affairs, was indicted secretly 
Tuesday 
along 
with 
former 
Ehrlichman aide Egil 
Krogh Jr.; 
David Young, a former aide to Henry 
A. Kissinger, and convicted Watergate 
conspirator G. Gordon Liddy. 


The newspapers said 
they 
had 
learned Ehrlichman also had been 
indicted on a perjury charge. 
The Post said the four men were 
named 
in 
burglary-conspiracy 
charges. The Times did not specify the 
other charges, but said they were in 
connection with the break-in. Sources 
for the stories were not cited. 


There was no immediate official 
comment on the Times’ story. After 
the sealed indictments were returned, 
an aide to special Watergate pros­ 
ecutor Archibald Cox said they could 
threaten 
Cox’s 
Watergate 
investigation. 
Superior Court Judge James G. 
Kolts, who received the indictments 
late Tuesday, ordered the documents 
sealed until at least one of those 
indicted surrenders to authorities. 
Names and charges stemming from 
the 
probe 
were 
to 
be 
released 
immediately afterward. 


Kolts also ordered that arrest 
warrants not be issued until next 
Tuesday to give the indicted a chance 
to surrender on their own. He set bond 
at $500 for each person indicted. 


Cox’s aide, James Doyle, said the 
Watergate 
prosecutor 
could 
be 
expected to issue a statement today 
about the effect of the indictments on 
his investigation. “They’ve^ot a small 
piece of a much bigger thing,” Doyle 
said. 
Sources close to the grand jury 
previously had said that Ehrlichman, 
Krogh, Young and Liddy were possible 
targets for indictment in the probe. 
Dist. Atty. Joseph Busch declined 
comment on that report. 
Ehrlichman’s local attorney, Joseph 
Ball, said he had not heard whether his 
client had been indicted. “I don’t know 
anything about it,” he said. 
Sources said the 18 grand jurors filed 
into court at 8 p.m. EDT after spending 
most of the day hearing a replay of Eh- 
rlichm an’s testim ony before the 
Senate Watergate Committee about 
the 
Ellsberg breakin. 
The jurors 
reportedly also had been shown three 
White 
House 
interoffice 
memorandums involving Ehrlichman, 
Krogh and Young and covert plans 
relating to Ellsberg. 
Four others have been named 
publicly as participants in the Sept. 3, 
1971, breakin at the Beverly Hills office 
of Dr. I^ewis Fieldin. But the four — E. 
Howard Hunt, Bernard Barker and 
Cuban nationals Eugenio Martinez and 
Felipe DeDiego 
— 
were 
granted 
immunity from prosecution in return 
for grand jury testimony. 
In 
his 
televised 
Watergate 
G R A F F IT I 
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testimony, Ehrlichman defended the 
breakin as a “vital national security” 
operation. He said it was well within 
the constitutional function of the presi­ 
dency. 
However, President Nixon said in a 
recent news conference the breakin 
was 
“ illegal, 
unauthorized 
and 
completely deplorable.” 
Charges of espionage, conspiracy 
and theft against Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo were dismissed at the 


Pentagon papers trial last May 
because of government misconduct 
that included the breakin. 
The grand jury heard 30 witnesses 
during the probe, which had been in 
recess since July. The witness list 
included Ehrlichman, Hunt, Barker 
and the Cubans. Ellsberg and Fielding 
also testified. 
Both Krogh and Young appeared but 
reportedly invoked 5th Amendment 
protection against self-incrimination 


and refused to testify. Krogh earlier 
had given Pentagon papers trial judge 
Matt Byrne an affidavit taking 
responsibility for having helped plan 
the breakin. 
Ehrlichman has identified Krogh 
and Young as aides who headed the so­ 
called 
White 
House 
“plumbers 
squad,” which was assigned to plug 
leaks of secret documents such as the 
Pentagon papers. The papers were a 
study of The Vietnam war.

prosecutor Archibald Cox plan to 
appeal a court order for presidential 
Watergate tapes. 
The White House said it would file its 
papers Thursday in an attempt to 
block efforts to force President Nixon 
to turn over the tapes. 
Cox’s appeal will seek “clarification 
or modification of the standards and 
procedures 
to 
be 
followed 
in 
determ ining 
what 
parts 
of 
the 
evidence will be presented to the grand 
jury,” the prosecutor said. He did not 
elaborate. 
Although neither side has yet filed 
papers, Hugh Kline, clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Appeal, Tuesday set 
Sept. ll as the date for oral arguments. 
M eanwhile, U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica was scheduled to 
m eet 
today 
with 
lawyers

W atergate 
figures 
Jeb 
Stuart 
Magruder and James W. McCord to 
determine whether the two men may 
continue lecture tours on Watergate.

Archibald Cox won the first round in 
the court test on whether President 
Nixon may withhold tape recordings 
involving Watergate figures. Appeals 
are expected to move to the Supreme 
Court no matter which side wins in the 
appellate division. 
Nixon’s deputy 
press secretary, 
Gerald I,. Warren, would not discuss 
Tuesday what the legal brief would 
argue. 
Sirica ordered Nixon last week to 
turn over the tapes for his private 
judicial examination, but postponed 
the order to give the White House a 
chance to appeal. 
Thursday had been set as the 
deadline for Nixon’s attorneys to file a 
formal notice that they intend to make 
such an appeal. 
The tapes involve conversations 
between Nixon and top aides, and the 
President has said he won’t release 
them— even for private inspection— 
unless ordered to do so by the Supreme 
Court. 
The Supreme Court is in recess and 
doesn’t reconvene until October. Some 
sources believe it could be near the end 
of that month before the high court 
reaches a decision. 
In another development, the Senate 


Watergate committee prepared to end 
its summer recess with a closed-door 
.session next Tuesday to hear a con­ 
fidential report from its investigators 
on political espionage and campaign 
finances. 
5 Hostages 
Are Held 
At Embassy 


PARIS (AP) — Three Arab gunmen 
claiming 
to 
be 
members 
of 
a 
Palestinian splinter group took at least 
five hostages in the Saudi Arabian em­ 
bassy today and demanded a plane to 
fly them and their prisoners to an 
unnamed Arab capital, police said. 
The three Arabs said they would 
trade their hostages for the release of 
“a high-ranking Palestinian resistance 
figure” held in Jordan, 
Police 
Commissioner Jean Bucheton said. 
Other police sources said the person 
whose release the gunmen are seeking 
is held in Kuwait. 
Bucheton said the Arabs demanded 
the plane by ll a.m. EDT. 
He said the gunmen claimed to be 
members of a Palestinian faction 
called Al Icab — The Punishment. 
Three of the hostages were reported 
to be the Saudi Arabian cultural 
attache, the embassy accountant and a 
translator. 
The Kuwaiti ambassador to France 
was acting as an interm ediary 
between the Palestinians and the 
police, Bucheton reported.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal 
court judge is expected to decide next 
week if Allegheny Airlines violated the 
rights of consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader by “bumping” him from one of 
its flights last year. 
Nader filed suit against the airline 
last year after he allegedly showed up 
for a Washington to Hartford, Conn., 
flight only to be told his confirmed 
reservation was no good because all 
seats on the flight already had been 
sold. 
He claims Allegheny intentionally 
oversells its flights and that people are 
regularly bumped from the flights 
even though they have confirmed 
reservations. Nader claims nearly 
16,000 people were bumped from 
Allegheny flights between January 
1969 and August 1972. 
The case was heard Tuesday by U.S. 
Dist. Court Judge Charles Richey. 
Nader’s attorney said today Richey 
indicated a decision probably would be 
forthcoming next week. 
Nader is asking $10 in actual 
damages and $50,000 in punitive 
damages against the airline for 
bumping him from its April 28 flight to 
Hartford. 
The group to which he was to speak 
— the Connecticut Citizen Action 
Group — is asking $100,000 in actual 
damages and $100,000 in punitive 
damages. 
The citizeas group claims its fund­ 
raising effort was a failure because 
Nader was unable to appear as 
scheduled. 
Fix Locks 
At Prison 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (AP) - 
locksmiths worked today replacing 
individual cell door locks in Cellblock 
D at the Indiana State Prison here, one 
of three cellblocks taken over by 
rebellious inmates during the Labor 
Day weekend. 
Officials said the inmates would be 
returned to their cells as soon as the 
locks were fixed, and a head count 
would then be taken. 
Two of the three cellblocks taken 
over by the prisoners were secured 
Tuesday night, authorities said. 
A spokesman for the governor’s 
office said prison officials believed 
there still were some inmates roaming 
around in utility tunnels underneath 
the prison.

Without naming Time magazine, 
Agnew singled out for criticism its 
report that Justice Department 
officials said an indictment of the vice 
president was almost inevitable. 
At that point, the Justice De­ 
partment was conducting an informal 
internal inquiry on the news leaks. 
On Aug. 23, Richardson wrote Agnew 
that there were no indications that any 
news leaks came from Justice 
Department sources. Richardson 
suggested that perhaps the sources 
were persons inside the White House or 
on Agnew’s own staff. 
Hushen said today that the new 
information received by Richardson 
about possible Justice Department 
leaks did not mean Richardson was 
ruling out the White House and Ag­ 
new’s staff as sources of news leaks.

The ecological movement was long 
in coming. Though I have earned the 
reputation of being anti-ecological in 
recent months, largely because it 
bums me up to hear people talking 
through their hats, I still welcome the 
idea that our earth is “the delicate 
creation” (the phrase is from a 
beautiful 
book 
of 
that 
title 
by 
Christopher Derrick) and must be rid 
of 
pollution 
and 
wasteful 
and 
destructive industrial and farming 
practices. The trouble is that the 
ecologists have been utterly oblivious 
of the need for controlled experiments 
before they institute drastic cures that 
often turn out to be worse in many 
ways than the alleged disease. 
I am not a scientist, but I have 
written about industrial processes for 
years, and I know that there are 
intricacies within intricacies when it 
comes to the environmental effects of 
chemical reactions. Our nation is 
presently committed to a great 
crusade to 1 get the lead out of gasoline 
our oil refining companies are trying 
to pony up the investment money to 
build new and different refining 
capacity, and Detroit is in a spasm of 
experimentation with new engines that 
will run efficiently on no-lead fuel. But 
now it develops, as the result of a 
controlled 
experiment 
in 
West 
Germany, that leaded gasoline may be 
less harmful to the atmosphere than 
the non-leaded variety. 
Harold Steinart has reported on the 
experiment for a publication called 
Die Welt. A Hamburg botanist, 
Professor Ruge, and his colleague, F. 
Steenken, had the bright idea of 
selecting two greenhouses filled with 
identical plants and subjecting them to 
bombardment by the exhausts from 
different types of fuel. The fumes 
pumped into one greenhouse were 
from lead-free gasoline. The second 
greenhouse was drenched with the 
exhaust from gasoline containing lead 
tetra-ethyl. The motors were run until 
each greenhouse was visibly full of 
fumes. The plants in both greenhouses 
developed tissue necroses, their 
chlorophyll content dropped, and 
bright yellow patches appeared on the 
leaves. But, surprisingly, the plants in 
the greenhouse filled with the fumes 
from the leaded gasoline were, on 
balance, in better shape than the 
plants in the other greenhouse. 
The two scientists continued their 
experiments with a thousand different 
kinds of plants, ranging from tobacco 
to beans, cucumbers and kohlrabi. It 
developed that lead compounds, while 
they are a surface toxin, prompt 
unkown chemical reactions that 
protect the living tissue of the plant 
itself. Leaves that grow after a plant 
has been doctored with lead are 
entirely lead-free. The plants assailed 
by non-leaded gas did not come off

nearly so well. 
The conclusion would seem to be that 
harmful substances in automobile 
exhausts are actually decontaminated 
by the lead contained therein. Ijead 
compounds act as catalysts to protect 
the growing tissue of plants that are 
eaten by people who buy vegetables 
grown by the roadside. 
Professor 
Ruge 
makes 
his 
comments tentatively, as scientists 
are wont to do. But he wonders 
whether, in trying to legislate the lead 
out of gasoline, we are “throwing away 
the baby with the bath water.” Lead 
does have a toxic effect, but the fumes 
from non-leaded gas may be even 
more toxic. Query: must we give up 
automobiles entirely? Can you picture 
an America deprived of automotive 
wheels? 
My friend Julian Feiss, a geologist 
who has just 
retired 
from 
the 
Department of the Interior, remarks 
that by the time our environmentalists 
‘ ‘have their way we won’t have any gas 
anyway.” They are doing their 
damnedest to keep our oil companies 


from planning new investment in 
refinery capacity of any kind. 
“Currently,” says Mr. Feiss, “the 
cost of a refinery is pretty close to $200 
million by the time it is on the line. Say 
what you will, only a big company can 
afford to put out that much dough, let 
alone tie it up for the better part of a 
year. Secondly, each refinery must be

Venezuelan crude is different from 
that of Alaska or Saudi Arabia. Crude 
from louisiana may be different from 
all three. This isn’t the sort of business 
that the little independent can get into 
these days; hence the proposed anti­ 
trust reaction against the Big Eight 
looks silly.

Feiss, like myself, happens to have 
been an ecologist back in the Nineteen 
Thirties. He is still an ecologist. But he 
is tired of hearing irresponsible 
nonsense that has ruined a once- 
promising movement. 
Indiana Prison 
Outbreak Over 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (AP) - 
Indiana State Prison routine was 
reported normal today after rebellious 
inmates ended a 35-hour siege and 
released three hostages unharmed. 
Orlester Beverly, a leader of the 
uprising that erupted Sunday morning, 
said the disturbance was a protest 
against officials’ ignoring complaints 
about conditions at the 113-year-old 
prison. 
Three guards taken hostage when 
inmates seized three of five cellblocks 
were freed separately Monday night. 
They were identified as Arthur W. 
Jaques, 54, and Donald W. Schultz, 56, 
both of Michigan City, and Sgt. Joseph 
S. Kujawski of South Bend. 
All said they were treated well by 
inmates. 
The first concession to break what 
Warden Russell E. Lash called a wait- 
and-see game came when Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen promised the inmates amnesty 
from prosecution for their actions. 
I^ash and Bowen had refused to 
discuss 25 inmate demands until the 
guards were released. But the 
prisoners said they would do so only 
after meeting with newsmen and 
getting assurances there would be no 
reprisals. 
A nine-man pool of newsmen went 
into the compound before the hostages 
were set free. Robert DeBard, 
Bowen’s executive assistant, relayed 
the governor’s promise of amnesty as 


the newsmen stopped at each occupied 
cellblock.

independent ombudsman to act on

complaints 
would 
be 
implemented today. DeBard said 
improvements in food, medical 
services and isolation cells were being 
planned. 
Beverly told newsmen before 
hostages were freed, “Everyone in the 
institution has been involved in this. It 
wasn’t a racial thing and not the work 
of any gang. The conditions of this

this.” 
He 
complained of crowded conditions and 
little inmate recreation. 
Lash had said the takeover stemmed 
from sympathizers seeking release ol 
four persons isolated after an inmate 
was stabbed Saturday.

As long as I can remember, my 
husband has complained of pain in the 
lower back. He says he has a “disk 
problem.” 
He has never had a thorough 
examination, and I am beginning to 
believe that his pain may be due to 
something entirely different. 
Where do we go from here? 
Mrs. G.T.F., N.M. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
Low back pain is one of man’s most 
common complaints. 
When man evolved to an upright 
position, this postural change may 
have imposed on him the low back 
syndrome of modern civilization. 
The idea of a “disk” became very 
popular about 25 years ago, and to 
many seemed to carry a special sign of 
distinction. 
Without a thorough examination, 
numerous people have gone through 
life thinking that they have a disk 
problem when, in reality, another 
reason for their pain existed. 
Sprains of the muscles of the lower 
back can result when people suddenly 
lift a heavy object, or make an un­ 
natural pull on a muscle. 
Some 
people 
are 
born 
with 
malformations of the spine which 
make them more vulnerable to 
stresses. 
The presence of a disk is no 
guesswork. X-ray, orthopedic, and 
neurological examination are essential 
in establishing such a diagnosis. 
Disks are flat, compact pieces of 
cartilage which separate the bones of 
the vertebral column. This cartilage 
acts as a shock-absorbing cushion for 


all of the positional changes we make 
throughout our lives. These disks can 
protrude and become herniated 
following injury. 
There are also some disorders which 
may be responsible for the herniated, 
or “slipped,” disk. 
Treatment depends entirely on the 
exact diagnosis. It is imperative, 
therefore, that a thorough study be 
made of the entire bony structure of 
the spine. Sometimes, a myelogram, a 
highly specialized X-ray study, is 
made to localize the exact disk that 
may be involved. 
Medical and surgical treatment is 
now available. If a disk really exists 
there is no reason that your husband or 
any person suffering with low back 
pain should go through life without 
finding its cause and seeking its 
remedv.

NEW YORK (AP) — One of the 
toughest jobs in the world has become 
that of the home economists, who once 
could peruse the plentiful foods lists 
and quickly devise tasty, wholesale 
and low-cost meals for budget-minded 
mothers. 
Almost every housewife learned the 
techniques. You shopped around for 
the buys, you purchased the poorer 
cuts of meats, used day-old bread, 
mixed up the leftovers instead of 
throwing them out or feeding them to 
the pets. 
When beef got expensive, you bought 
chicken or pork; and when that got too 
expensive, you used eggs instead. 
This was very much the American 
way, if not by choice then by the 
necessity of survival in an economy 
that was reduced by depression or 
made lean by war. 
It can hardly be done any more. 
There are few bargains except for 
brief periods during harvest time in 
some areas. 
Imagination and ingenuity, two 
attributes associated with the home 
economist, have reached their limits. 
Nobody knows when prices are likely 
to level off. Even government 
authorities admit inability to foresee 
the future. One promising forecast 
after another has left most people 
economic agnostics. 
The most reliable indicator of future 
retail conditions is probably the index 
of prices received by farmers It isn’t 
encouraging: The index is more than 
60 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Moreover, the direction is up. In the 
month ended Aug. 15, the index rose 20 
per cent, and that means the most 
optimistic hopes for the following 
month still will leave it rising swiftly. 
In just one month, wheat rose nearly 
$2 a bushel, from $2.47 in July to $4.45 
in August. A year ago, when inflation 
already was bad, wheat sold for $1.51 a 
bushel. 
A hundred pounds of beef brought 
the cattle-raiser $33.60 a year ago. In 
July, the price was $10.60 higher at 
$44.20. But in just one month, it rose 
another $7.50 to $51.70. 
How about chicken? Try it. In 
August 1972, broilers brought the 
nhtnkpn-raiser less than 15 cents a 


pound. In July, it brought more than! 
cents; in August, nearly 38 cents. 
Eggs then? They brought the farm* 
just 30 cents a dozen in August 1972.1 
July, they brought more than 51 centi 
last month, 69 cents. 
Fish? In season, perhaps. Bi 
vacationers returning from shor 
areas found prices rebelliously higl 
even at dockside. 
What’s the explanation? 
The world’s population is growing 
Underdeveloped countries are tryin 
to improve their diets. Develope 
countries are adding more proteins t 
their recipes. And for years American 
got bargains in food, often at th 
expense of the farmer. 
As important as any of these is sti] 
another reason: near-sightedness oi 
the part of government officials. Thei 
public statements demonstrate tha 
until recently they really didn’ 
understand what was going on.

closed today. 
Difficulties at Canadian paper mills 
has contributed to a growing shortage 
of newsprint in the United States, 
forcing many newspapers to cut back 
on their size and consider price 
increases. 
An Abitibi spokesman said workers 
began reporting back on their jobs 
Tuesday at mills in Smooth Rock Falls 
which closed Aug. 24, Sault Ste. Marie 
which closed Aug. 26, and Iroquois 
Falls, which closed Aug. 30. 
But as isolated resistance to federal 
back-to-work legislation continued 
among railway employes Tuesday, 
preventing resumption of some rail 
services, Abitibi’s mill at Pine Falls, 
Man. remained closed for the fifth 
consecutive day because no trains 
were

to 
reach 
it 
through 
Winnipeg, where pickets remained on 
duty. 
The spokesman said supplies from 
the company mill at Thunder Bay may 
remain reduced because of the holdout 
there by railmen. But a similar holdout 
at Capreol in northern Ontario 
wouldn’t affect any Abitibi mills in 
that part of Canada. 
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Consolidated Edison requested a 
power cutoff at 66 apartment buildings 
in the Elmhurst section.

Final Time 


BUTTE, Mont. (AP) — Kids of all 
ages stood quietly in line for their last 
nickel roller coaster ride I^abor Day as 
Columbia Gardens was closed and 
headed into memory. 


Thousands of residents of this rough- 
and-tumble, copper-mining city visited 
the Gardens on its final day of 
operation. Others stayed away for fear 
of shedding a public tear in homage to 
a recreational center that had become 
as much a part of Butte as mining. 
Columbia Gardens was established 
before the turn of the century as a 
copper king’s recreational gift to his 
workers. The various rides were a 
nickel then. And that was the price this 
summer’s Sundays. 


Of the 5,000 to 6,000 persons wno 
crowded into the Gardens Monday, 
half were estimated to be 50 or older, 
men and women who grew up with the 
city’s fun spot. 


They were there more for a look at 
the past than to enjoy the present. 
Paneek Panisco, who has been 
operating concessions at the Gardens 
for years, said the crowd “was like a 
wake, with the whole town turning 
out.” 
The Gardens sported floral displays, 
a ballroom and picnic area, besides the 
only roller coaster, airplane ride and 
merry-go-round in Montana. In the 
early days, most of sports-crazy 
Butte’s baseball and football games 
were played in the Gardens. Streetcars 
served the place on the east side of 
Butte until 1937. 
The site of the Gardens is to be 
swallowed up by Anaconda Co.’s 
expansion. The closure was also 
prompted by the copper firm ’s 
reluctance to continue shelling out the 
more than $250,000 in annual expense.

He said other American states with 
trade offices are not pursuing the 
“reverse investment approach” — the 
effort to get foreign concerns to invest 
in the United States.” 
Reverse investment will be the 
primary concern of Ohio’s office, 
Harple said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The average 
residential consumer would pay from 
$25 to $50 per year more for natural gas 
by 1980 if the government dropped 
price controls, petroleum industry 
figures show. 
These increases would generate 
between $1 billion and $2 billion 
additional each year for the gas 
industry, a study prepared for the 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute 
disclosed. 
Industry officials advocate removal 
of federal price regulation, claiming 
higher gas prices are needed to 
stimulate exploration for new gas 
fields and relieve the growing gas 
shortage. 
The 150-page study, analyzing the 
impact of removing Federal Power 
Commission price ceilings, said 39.4 
million residential gas customers paid 
an average of $155.73 last year for 
natural gas. 
The 
study, 
released 
Monday, 
predicted prices would increase from 
16.3 per cent to 32 per cent if price 
controls were dropped. 
It said the 16.3 per cent increase 
would correspond to raising the 
amount paid to the gas producer from 
the current “field price” of 20.5 cents 
per British Thermal Unit (BTU) to 45 
cents. That would increase the 
average household yearly gas bill 
about $25.27 by 1980, the report said. 
A BTU is the amount of heat 
required to raise one pound of water 
one degree Fahrenheit. 
The Federal Power Commission is 
considering raising the price ceiling to 
this level, meaning the 16.3 per cent 
hike by 1980 could result with or 
without controls. 
The upper increase level of 32 per 
cent given 
by

would 
correspond to increasing the field 
price to 75 cents per BTU. This, in turn, 
would increase the average yearly 
household bill by $50.27, the report 
said.

DOT Plans Radio System To Keep Track O f Trucks 


WAXHAW, N.C. (AP) 
— Willa 
Brown, housewife and mother of two 
growing boys, has posed a question 
that has set half a dozen major 
insurance companies thinking. She 
hopes. 


It’s a simple enough question, logical 
and, so far, unansw erable: why 
shouldn't housewives be allowed 
disability insurance? 
“I know that if I were to be disabled 
for several years, it could bankrupt us 
to hire someone to do the work for 
me,” Mrs. Brown said. 


Recently her husband 
Reggie 
applied for disability insurance with 
the family’s company and Mrs. Brown 
asked then if she, too, could be 
covered. 
“They said, no, not unless I were 
gainfully employed,” she said. ‘‘I 
started thinking about what a drain on 
our finances it would be it I were to be 
stricken with a long-term illness like 
cancer and we had to hire a maid and a 
nurse. 
‘‘Major medical insurance will cover 
you for only so long a time. When I had 
an operation about five years ago and 
was sent home to recuperate for six 
weeks, we hired a maid. But I felt 
rushed to get out of bed probably 
sooner than I should have because we 
just couldn’t afford that extra $50 a 
week.” 
Not content with only one company’s 
response to her question, Mrs. Brown 
called five other large 
insurance 
companies. 
‘ Really and truly,” she said, ‘‘I 
couldn’t find anyone that I could just 
walk into and say I was a housewife 
and wanted to be insured. There was 
one that said I could, but only through 
my husband, as a rider on his policy. 
And then it would only be major 
medical and life insurance.”

companies asked was, ‘‘How would we 
know you were sick?” 
‘‘I told them I was not talking about 
times when a housewife just didn’t feel 
like getting out of bed that day and

with some exasperation. 
‘‘I am talking about coverage for 
long-term , disabling illnesses or 
accidents. And I guess we could do the 
same as a man would, by getting a 
doctor’s signature.”

‘‘determ ining 
the 
housewife’s work.” 
them of a study by Cornell University 
that shed light on this very question 
but was told it was ‘‘too new to be of 
any help at this point.” 
‘‘I 
also called the 
insurance 
commissioner’s office in Raleigh,” 
Mrs. Brown said. “There, I was told, 
Surely some company must cover it,’ 
but he didn’t know of one off-hand. He 
suggested I go through the yellow 
pages and check out each one. There 
must be 400 insurance companies in 
this state. I’d be on the phone forever.” 
Her question did serve to fire the 
imagination of at least one company’s 
agent. ‘‘One man said, Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful for North Carolina to be 
first in something like this?” Mrs. 
Brown said. “He also told me that he 
didn’t know what in the world he would 
do if something happened to his wife. 
He said he couldn’t begin to pay 
someone to do her work.” 
Although Mrs. Brown is quite serious 
about the matter, her two sons, Rhett, 
9, and Tregg, 13, view her quest with 
amusement. 
Tregg’s reaction was “ Mom, you 
don’t need that. What’s going to 
happen to you? Are you going to trip 
over a vacuum cleaner cord?” 
“Just like a man,” Mrs. Brown 
sighed. 
Nevertheless, she said, housewives 
are not immune to serious illnesses 
that can cost a family thousands of 
dollars above and beyond hospital 
care. 
“I’m just concerned that we don’t 
have it,” she said. “And apparently we 
have no way of getting it until some 
insurance company comes out with 
it.’’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an effort 
to curb cargo hijackings, federal 
officials are working on a plan to send 
out radio signals asking trucks where 
they are. And the truck will tell them. 


The system, still in the devel­ 
opmental stage, someday could help 
police quickly recover stolen or 
hijacked trucks. 


Hijackings currently account for 
about IO per cent of all truck cargo 
losses—around $50 million annually, 
according 
to figures 
from

American Trucking Association and 
the Department of Transportation. 
The hardest hit area is New York City- 
Northern New Jersey. 


No price tag has been put on the 
Transportation D epartm ent’s so­ 
called “electronic license plates” as

One system already has been 
demonstrated at the department’s 
Transportation System Center in 
Cam bridge, Mass.

helicopters or light airplanes beams 
out the call letters of the overdue truck 
as the aircraft flies over the truck’s 
planned route. 
This signal activates a radio 
receiver-transmitter inside the hunted 
truck, which responds with its identity. 
The sending unit then calculates the 
direction of the signal and the distance 


between the truck and the helicopter. 
The sending unit activates only the 
receiver-transmitter being hunted, the 
department said. Units in other trucks 
ignore the command. 
Although the system’s primary use 
will be to prevent truck hijackings, the 
devices also will be able to contribute 
to the day-to-day operations of the 
truck industry, the department said.

To Marijuana 


HONG KONG (AP) — The late 
Bruce Lee, whose prowess in karate- 
like Chinese boxing was turning him 
into an international movie star, 
probably died of a brain edema that 
might have been caused by marijuana, 
a coroner reported Mondav. 
L«e died in a Hong Kong apartment 
July 20 at the age of 33. He had starred 
in several Hong Kong-made movies in 
which he demonstrated Kung Fu, the 
ancient art of Chinese boxing, and 
becoming an internationally known 
film star. 
Coroner C. K. E. Tung said Lee 
probably died of a brain edema—-an 
excess of fluid in the brain. 
He told the inquest court he had not 
yet established the cause of the edema, 
but said it could have been brought on 
by “drug intoxication or sensitivity,” 
or by some other ailment. 
Traces of marijuana residue were 
found in the Chinese boxing star’s 
stomach and small intestine during the 
autopsy. Tung said. 
Dist. Atty. Joseph Duffy told the 
court the inquest would be adjourned 
for two weeks to introduce new 
evidence that had surfaced in the past 
24 hours and might alter the findings. 
This evidence was purelv medical, 
and the non-medical testimony would 
continue, Tung said. 
Tung said Lee suffered his fatal 
seizure in the apartment of actress 
Betty Ting Pei. 
Initially it was 
announced that he died in his own 
home, and his associates denied 
subsequent reports that he was 
stricken at Miss Ting’s apartment. 
No Danger 
In Ship Fire 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The 
Liberian 
freighter 
Key 
Largo 
smouldered in the Mississippi River 50 
miles downstream from New Orleans 
today after fire-fighting attempts were 
halted. 
The Coast Guard said the su­ 
perstructure of the 306-foot vessel, 
which had been thought to have a 
highly toxic chemical as deck cargo, 
had melted and the ship appeared to be 
a total loss. 
When the vessel caught fire Sunday 
it was believed to have eight tons of 
tetra-ethyl lead, which produces a 
highly poisonous gas when burned. The 
situation was complicated by a cargo 
of calcium carbide which, when mixed 
with water, forms explosive acetylene 
gas. 
To avoid using water to fight the 
blaze, helicopters dropped IO tons of 
chemicals on the ship before it was 
decided there was too much danger of 
an explosion to continue the aerial 
bombardment. 
It was then learned that the 45 
barrels of tetra-ethyl lead believed to 
have been on the Key Largo were still 
on a New Orleans dock and the 
freighter had taken on by mistake a 
load of ethyl compound that, although 
toxic, did not present an immediate

Pensions Eyed

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - Sick 
leave benefits and improved pension 
rights will be among the major things 
sought during contract negotiations 
with the coal industry next year, 
according to United Mine Workers 
President Arnold Miller. 
In an interview with The Charleston 
Gazette Tuesday, Miller said, “ We 
think the main stress is to shore up the 
benefit program. We want fringe bene­ 
fits.” 
“ We want pension benefits higher 
and on a guaranteed basis so no 
member will suddenly find he doesn’t 
have a pension,” he said. 
“ I think miners ought to be allowed 
to contribute to the (pension) fund so 
they’ll have a vested interest and some 
say,” Miller said. 
M iller said the 205,000-member 
UMW is the “only major union that 
doesn’t have sick benefits. 
The union’s current contract with 
the Bituminous Coal Operators 
Association expires in November 1974,

DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—Air Force 
Gen. Jack Catton, head of the Air 
Force Logistics Command stationed 
here, was to begin his seven-nation 
tour today in a jet recently refurbished 
for $670,000. 
Rep. les Aspin, D-Wis., said Catton 
was “planning a two-week worldwide 
junket” as a maiden voyage for the jet. 
A spokesman at Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base here said the jet 
already logged 200 mission hours 
before this trip. He said Catton would 
be accompanied by his wife for ‘‘dip­ 
lomatic purposes” and her expenses 
would be paid for by Catton. 
Other officers were to travel with 
Catton, the spokesman said. 
Aspin said his wife was going on 
what “appears to be a worldwide 
shopping trip.” 
Tile Pentagon said Catton will visit 
bases in his command in Germany, 
Greece, Saudi Arabia, Iran, Thailand, 
Guam and Hawaii. 
The Pentagon said the trip was to 
discuss internal security matters. 
“I simply don’t understand why a 
general needs a plush private Boeing 
707 to haul him and his wife on a two- 
week junket,” Aspin said. 
“If Gen. Catton had serious business 
overseas then he should fly there by 
himself, conduct the business, and re­ 
turn home—not take a two-week 
vacation at the taxpayers' expense.” 
When the General Accounting Office 
reported last week that $670,000 had 
been spent refurbishing Catton’s 
plane, the Pentagon replied that the 
cost was “not out of line for aircraft 
used by VIPs, military and civilian,” 
Aspin said. 


Meat Pinch 
Hikes Interest 
In Rabbits 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- High 
meat costs apparently have prompted 
some Ohioans to consider raising 
rabbits, according to a State Fair 
official. 
“More people have asked me about 
growing rabbits for meat this year 
than at any fair I can remember,” said 
Hartl Lucks, rabbit and cavy 
superintendent at the just-concluded 
1973 fair. 
Lucks, who has held the fair post for 
20 years, said he advised people to 
“start out easy, say with a buck and 
two does. The idea is to make sure a 
person likes to take care of rabbits.” 
He said that combination would 
produce about 60 rabbits a year. 
There also were indications at the 
fair that some people already have 
begun raising rabits for food, Lucks 
said. He noted the number of rabbits 
exhibited in the fryer class was down 
this year. 
“Breeders who formerly exhibited in 
the class for fryer have been selling 
the rabbits they would normally show 
here at the fair,” Lucks said. 
Fryer rabbits have been selling for 
about 48 cents a pound wholesale. 


Shaul Use 
Of Cash 
Under Study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An 
inquiry into Ohio Commerce Director 
Dennis Shaul’s use of state funds to 
mail out an information sheet on 
election issues last November has been 
turned over to the attorney general’s 
office, Secretary of State Ted Brown 
said Tuesday. 
However, a spokesman for the state 
Attorney General’s Office said no 
formal request had been received. 
Brown said he’s asked the attorney 
general and State Auditor Joseph 
Ferguson to look into the possibility of 
illegal use of state funds by Shaul in 
the mailout. 
Shaul’s office has confirmed the 
commerce director mailed out sheets 
“explaining” issues on the November 
ballot dealing with repeal of the state 
income tax and rollbacks of property 
taxes. The sheets were enclosed in real 
estate license renewal applications. 
Jon Christensen, a public relations 
official with the department, said the 
sheets cost about $150. 
He said, however, the sheets neither 
supported nor argued against state 
income tax repeal. 
“It did not tell them how to vote,” 
Christensen said. 
Ohio law forbids the use of state 
funds to support partisan issues. 
Christensen said the mailouts fell 
into a “gray area” surrounding use of 
state money to discuss issues, rather 
than candidates.

Dennis Shaul, his assistant. Victor 
H erbert, Securities Commissioner 
William Boardman and Gregory H. 
Seeley Jr., a former lawyer in the 
Securities Division. 
The grand jury was convened last 
May after FBI agents reportedly 
raided the Florida home of Akron 
investor Anthony I^aFatch and seized 


$50,000 in cash and checks. 
LaFatch allegedly solicited the bribe 
from officials of the Realty National 
Corp., saying he could influence a 
Commerce Department decision on 
the stock sale request. The firm was 
seeking to expand the Christopher Inn 
hotel in Columbus. 
Realty National officials reportedly- 


notified the 
FBI 
and, acting 
rn 
cooperation with agents, paid I^Fatch 
in two $25,000 installments shortly 
after the stock sale was approved last 
April. 
Shaul has said IxiFatch, who has 
state and federal prison records, 
contributed to Shad s unsuccessful 
campaign for mayor of Akron in 1971.

Service and soon discovered

out-patient 
experience would be in West 
Virginia. 
“It certainly wasn’t what I 
had intended,” Graham said, 
“but 
once 
here, 
I 
was 
delighted.” 
The 28-year-old doctor, 
whose hair style and taste in 
clothing appear out of place, 
feels right at home. 
“I haven’t experienced any 
hostility as an outsider,” 
Graham said, borrowing a 
word from the mountain 
idiom. 
“People can tell when you 
are 
truly 
concerned 
in 
helping them or just out to 
make a fast buck,” he said. 
Graham heads a staff of 
eight, including a dentist, 
dental assistant, registered 
nurse, two pharmacists and a 
lab technician. 
“We’re seeing 25 to 30 
patients a day,” he said, “but 
the caseload should increase 
as our chronic illness rolls 
grow. That’s the kind of 
medical care that needs 
convincing.” 
Graham’s day is a busy 
one, 
starting 
with 
a 
commutation from nearby 
Louisa, Ky. His office hours 
are 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. five days 
a week and he intends to 
adhere to them. 
“The 
country doctor is 
dead,” he said. “I’m not 
going to be on call for minor 
colds and cuts 24 hours a day. 
That’s not what I entered 
medicine for.” 
Graham 
thinks 
the 
National Health Service, with 
which he entered into a two- 
year contract, has helped 
rural medicine in supplying 
physicians. 
But 
he 
has 
embarked on his own method. 
Richard Kramer, a medical 
student at Yale, is now 
assisting the clinic staff. He 
will leave in six weeks and be 
replaced by another Yale 
student. 
“My intention in traveling 
to Yale and recruiting the 
students was to introduce 
them to rural medicine and 
how exhilarating it can be,” 
Graham said. “Hopefully, 
some of them will decide to 
try it after graduation.”

Views On Television 
NEW YORK (A P )-O ne of 
the briefest, hippest kid 
shows on television—ABC’s 
‘‘Scholastic Rock”—will start 
some swinging grammar

“Grammar 
Rock,” 
a 
companion series to the ll 
“M ultiplication

The method of both series is 
simple but highly effective:

Another project aimed at 
young viewers is in the works 
right now at CBS-TV. It in­ 
volves current news items 
and an effort to put these 
stories into perspective for 
the 10-to 16-year-old viewer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A special 
committee of the Organization of 
American States appears ready to deal 
the United States a major hemispheric 
setback by ending the trade and 
diplomatic embargo of Cuba. 
The committee, which convened 
here Tuesday, has not yet formally 
received the Cuba issue. But it is a 
recurring theme in corridor talk at 


OAS headquarters. 
The United States strongly supports 
continuing the nine-year-old embargo, 
but an unofficial tally showed 12 
countries opposed to the U. S. stand. 
Virtually all those supporting the

America’s 
representative 
Alan Bean Becomes 
World Space Champ 


SPACE CENTER. Houston (AP) — 
Skylab 2 commander Alan L. Bean 
today became the world champion of 
space flight, logging more time away 
from planet Earth than any other man. 
At 6:09 a.m. EDT, Bean surpassed 
the mark of 49 days, 3 hours, 37 
minutes set by a longtime friend, 
astronaut Charles Conrad Jr. 
The new mark was set while Bean 
was in a scheduled sleep period as the 
space lab soared over Japan. 
Bean, a 41-year-old Navy captain, 
has flown two missions. He walked on 
the moon with Conrad on Apollo 12 and 
is in the 40th day aboard the Skylab 
station, with 19 more to go. 
Bean’s record, which eventually will 
exceed 
69 
days, 
could 
stand 
unchallenged for several years. After 
the eight week Skylab 3 mission later 
this year, the United States plans no 
more long duration space trips until 
the 1980s. 
Bean and his Skylab 2 crewmates, 
Dr. Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. 
Lousma, earlier set the single-mission 
endurance record, breaking Skylab l’s 


m ark of more than 28 days. 
The schedule for the recordsetting 
day was filled with medical, solar 
astronom y and e a rth 
resources 
experiments. 
On Tuesday, the astronauts relayed 
live television pictures of Delia to 
mission control as that tropical storm 
blew ashore on the Texas Gulf Coast 
and lashed the space center with heavy 
rain and high winds. 
Wind gusts of more than 60 miles per 
hour were recorded at the center, but 
there was no damage to facilities or to 
the nearby homes of the three as­ 
tronauts. 
Describing Delia, 
I>ousma 
said, 
“She’s a breezy lady. She’s pulled 
herself together after having a hard 
time making up her mind where to go. 
You can see ifs taken on a nice 
circular pattern.” 
The Skylab photos of Delia should 
provide weather researchers with a 
record of the storm’s growth. As 
Ixjusma noted: “We’ve followed her 
since her birth off

Filling out an application for life 
insurance, Edw ards came to a 
question about his health. He said he 
had a clear record, failing to mention 
that a doctor had once given him 
aspirin for a cold. 
After Edwards died, his family put 
in a claim for the insurance. But the 
company refused to pay off, charging 
that he had not told the whole truth in 
his application. And in a court test, the 
judge agreed with the company that 
the policy was null and void. The 
family didn’t collect a cent. 
Plainly, that was a harsh decision. 
But it was handed down almost a 
century ago. It is hard to imagine a 
court today throwing out a family’s life 
insurance on such flimsy grounds. 
While you are still expected to tell the 
truth in an insurance application, 
modern courts would judge your 
answers more reasonably. 
In a recent case, an applicant for life 
insurance was asked whether he used 
liquor to the point of intoxication. The 
man said he 
did 
not. 
Actually, 
however, he had been somewhat 
intoxicated on two occasions during 
the previous five years. 
Was his answer wrong enough to 
invalidate the policy? No, ruled a 
court, ordering the company to pay the 
family’s claim. 
“An occasional use of intoxicating 
liquor,” said the court, “does not 
(make) a man intemperate.” 
M oreover, m ost life insurance 
policies 
now 
include 
an 
“incontestability clause” to further 
protect the beneficiaries. Under this 
clause, the insurance company has 
only a limited period—usually, two 
years—to quarrel with answers in the 
application. After that tim e the 
validity of the 
policy 
is beyond 
challenge. 
Still, even the incontestability clause 
won’t help if the fraud is extreme. One 
man, sickly himself, sent a healthy 
friend 
to 
take 
his 
insurance 
examination for him. This fraud, 
discovered after the man’s death, was 
held so basic that not even the 
incontestability clause could save the 
policy.

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - “The 
chance of most m urderers repeating 
the offense are quite low,” wrote 
Wesley Meininger. 
At the time, two months ago, 
Meininger was serving a state prison 
sentence for manslaughter and was 
part of an inmate detail working at the 
governor’s mansion. 
He penned the words in a letter to a 
Trenton newspaper in defense of work- 
release programs for prisoners. 
Today Meininger was being held 
without bail on charges that he took a 
hatchet and killed a man on Sunday 
while out on his first weekend pass 
from the Jones State Prison Farm 
near Trenton. 
M eininger, 39, 
was 
arraigned 
Tuesday, accused of killing John J.

Automobiles 
O n Sale 
A t Old Price 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The first of 
the 1974 model autos were scheduled to 
go on sale today without the price 
increase that automakers had hoped to 
win from the government. 
The Cost of Irving Council has not 
yet decided whether to approve an 
average increase of $61 per car by 
American Motors Corp., a council 
spokesman said Tuesday night. 
Am erican Motors, first of the 
automakers to introduce 
its 
1974 
models, had asked the council for 
permission to put the increase in effect 
today. 
The three other auto companies — 
Ford, General Motors and Chrysler — 
also have price increase proposals 
pending before the council. They are 
not scheduled to go into effect before 
Sept. 13 if the council approves the 
price hikes. 
A spokesman for American Motors 
in Detroit indicated the company 
hoped for action by the council at the 
last minute. 
But a council spokesman said there 
was virtually no chance the council 
would complete action on the price 
increase proposals that soon. 
“We’re not going to have a decision 
until we have made an analysis of the 
issues and we are doing that as rapidly 
as we can,” he said. 
TTie council held public hearings last 
week on proposed price increases by 
the automakers and also by IO major 
steel companies. 
Council Director John T. Dunlop has 
indicated a major worry of the 
government is the effect the proposed 
increases by steel and automakers 
would have on the economy and the 
success of the new Phase 4 anti­ 
inflation program. 
Phase 4 provides for a 30-day delay 
between the time major companies 
notify the governm ent of price 
increases and the date they can put 
them into effect. This gives the council 
time to block the increases if it 
chooses. 
American Motors asked to put its 
price increases into effect before the 
30-day waiting period expired. 
Black Muslim 
Chief Slain 


NEWARK, N J. (AP) — James 
Shabazz, the spiritual leader of 
thousands of Newark Black Muslims, 
is dead of gun wounds which police say 
signals possible internal w arfare 
within the sect. 
Shabazz, 52, a close associate of the 
late Malcolm X, was gunned down 
Tuesday by two young blacks as he 
stepped from his car in the driveway of 
his home, police said. The gunmen 
escaped on foot. 
Police Capt. Rocco Paradise said the 
killing of Shabazz, leader of Muslim 
Temple 25 in Newark’s black Central 
Ward, could be described as a “hit.” 
He said there were indications the 
shooting was part of “internecine 
w arfare” within the local Muslim 
community. He declined to elaborate. 
Police said Shabazz’s wife told them 
her husband had received threatening 
phone calls recently. 
Paradise said several slugs tore into 
Shabazz when he stepped from his car 
in a driving rainstorm. One bullet hit 
him in the forehead and another struck 
him above an eye. He was dead on 
arrival at Martland Medical Center. 


Blast Rips 
A ir Vietnam 
727 Jetliner 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — An 
explosion ripped through the galley of 
an Air Vietnam jetliner with 
48 
passengers 
aboard 
today. 
An 
American passenger who said he was 
an explosives expert said the explosion 
apparently was caused by a bomb 
concealed in a food compartment. 
Two passengers and a stewardess 
were injured, but the Boeing 727 jet 
returned to Bangkok and made a safe 
landing. The explosion occurred 15 
minutes after the plane took off from 
the Thai capital for Saigon. 
“We’re all very lucky the blast blew 
the way it did,” said the American 
passenger. “Had it gone the other way 
and broken the outer shell of the air­ 
craft, we all would have been dead by 
now.” 
Associated Press correspondent 
Dennis Neeld, a passenger on the 
flight, was sitting next to the galley 
and reported that the blast seemed too 
violent to be a kitchen accident.

compartment, which felt most of the 
blast, screamed in momentary panic. 
The galley area filled with smoke, and 
crewmen rushed to the spot with fire 
extinguishers but there was no blaze.

The explosion left the galley a tangle 
of twisted metal and sprayed food 
through the cabin. 
Congress 
Eyes Power 
Struggle 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress 
returns today from a month’s vacation 
to tackle money bills that carry over­ 
tones of the legislators’ power struggle 
with the White House. 
First on the Senate’s list is an 
appropriation measure from which the 
House deleted a special $1.5-million 
presidential fund. The House also 
added strictures on the spending of 
government money for security on 
such private property as presidential 
homes away from Washington. 
The 
House 
Appropriations 
Committee cut the money from the bill 
after discussing whether the fund 
might have been used to finance the 
special “plumbers” unit of White 
House investigators. The full House 
went along. 
The 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Com m ittee, however, replaced $1 
million, with a provision for reports to 
Congress on the spending. 
Acting after news accounts broke 
about expenditures for security at 
President Nixon’s California and 
Florida houses, the House approved 
language 
requiring 
that 
future 
spending on private property first be 
reported 
to 
the 
appropriations 
committees. The Senate committee 
deleted the reporting requirement. 
The fund and property reporting 
issues were sent to the full Senate. 
The House is to act on a $682-million 
State Department authorization bill, 
with 
a 
requirem ent 
that 
the 
department and affiliated agencies 
m ust 
respond 
to 
congressional 
requests for information or lose their 
funds. 
The bill also would give Congress a 
look at campaign contributions by 
persons subsequently nominated for 
ambassadorships. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, interviewed on 
the eve of the renewed session, said he 
favors stricter wage-price controls, 
but that 
there 
is 
nothing 
more 
Congress can do to fight inflation. 
“We’ve given the President the 
authority to act and we would hope he 
recognizes that phase 1,3 and 4 are not 
the type of operations necessary to 
deflate inflation,” Mansfield said.

Nonaligned Nations 
Hold Summit Meet 


AIXHERS (AP) — leaders from 76 
nations assembled in Algiers today for 
the 
fourth 
nonaligned 
sum m it 
conference, a meeting they hope will 
increase their influence and 
bar­ 
gaining power with the industrialized 
nations. 
More than half the nations were 
represented by their kings, presidents 
or prime ministers. Heading the lineup 
was President Tito of Yugoslavia, a 
founder of the nonaligned movement. 
The four-dav conference is expected 
to approve a series of resolutions on 
such issues as natural resources, 
decolonization, the Middle E ast, 
territorial fishing lim its, nuclear 
weapons 
and 
the 
international 
monetary system. 
Drafting committees worked until 
early today, rounding up the proposals 
from various nations and seeking 
preliminary consensus. 
Algeria, the conference host, had 
prepared texts on practically every 
item on the agenda and was expected 
to exert a strong influence behind the 
scenes. 
Conference sources said numerous 
resolutions on the Arab-Israeli conflict 
were presented to the political drafting
